Gold does not tarnish like other met­ 
als betiause It Is not acted upon by oxy­ 
gen or water. 
It Ls the moisture In the 
atmosphere which causes other metals 
to tarnish, owing to their oxidation. 
Water contains a large proportion of 
orygon, and It is the oxygen In the 
moist air combining with the surface of 
the metals that covers them with tar­ 
nish. 
Platinum, like gold, resists the 
influence of oxygen and moisture and 
when pure neither rusts nor tarnishes. 
Aluminum also does not rust, neither 
hot nor cold water having any action 
upon it. 
The sulphureted hydrogen of 
the atmosphere, which so readily tar 
nlshes silver, has no effect upon alumi 
num, which under ordinary circuity 
stances preserves 
its appearance as 
perfectly as gold does. 
Silver tarnishes 
on exposure to the air, the agent pro­ 
ducing this effect being the sulphur. 
Iron ls the metal which tarnishes and 
rusts most easily, its oxidization pro­ 
ceeding until the metal ls completely 
eaten or burnt away with the rust.— 
Brooklyn Eagle. 


H o w C lo ve T r vo i A t* l U l w d . 
Zanzibar is the principal source of the 
world’s clove supply. 
The seeds arc 
planted In long trenches and kept well 
watered, and In the course of forty days 
the shoots appear above ground. They 
are carefully watered and looked after 
for two years, when they should be 
about three feet higfi. 
Then they are 
transplanted 
about thirty feet apart— 
and well watered until they become 
rooted. 
From that time they r« *quiro 
only ordinary care. 
In ft Vo or six years they come into 
bearing, when they are of the size of 
ordinary pear trees and very shapely. 
Then the young plantation is a pretty 
sight. 
The leaves of various shades of 
green tinged with red serve to set off 
the clusters of dull red clove buds.— 
Exchange.

Some of them 
art* entitled to claim all the bottles of 
wine which h a ve been uncorked, but 
not emptied; others those which have 
been brought up from the cellar, but 
left untouched; while the wine that 
remains in the glasses after the guests 
have risen from dinner is eebottled 
carefully and sold by the footmen. 
The court servants make open traffic 
of the imperial leavings, and the ke*qe 
ers of small hotels and restaurants buy 
from them fowl, fish and flesh, not to 
mention many dainties, and especially 
wines and liquors. 
Many ladies belonging to the second 
class society of Vienna come to the 
basamcutof the Hofburg and buy grand 
old vintages at a low [» rice and get the 
finest cigars for their husbands at a 
cost far l» e|ow what they would have 
to pay for the cheapest Havanas.

The German papers relate that dur­ 
ing the visit of the young emperor of 
Germany to Helgoland, the emperor, 
wishing to study tho fortifications of 
the island, expressed an intention to 
make an ascent in a balloon which is 
kept for the purpose. 
Against this project the cmperoris 
brother and other officers protested, al­ 
leging that the emperor should not risk 
his personal safety in a balloon—even 
a captive one. 
The emperor persisted, when General 
von Haluike [» laced himself bodily in 
his sovereign's way, blocking the path, 
and at the same time declaring tlint 
the law of Prussia forbade the king to 
risk his person unnecessarily, or to 
“ travel outside of Europe" without the 
permission of the upper brand» of the 
Prussian 
legislature. 
Tho 
emperor 
would violate this law, ho declared, if 
lie ascended in the balloon. 
Tho enq» eror, who has the reputation 
of being a very headstrong man, stood 
still for a moment, while tho officers 
about looked on in wonder at the spec 
tacle of a subject opposing physical 
force to the monarch's will. 
Then the emperor embraced General 
von Hahuke, assured him that he was 
entirely right, and afterward prmented 
him with the grand cross of tl*e Order 
of the House of Hohenzollern.

It is hard to think of anything more 
barren, moro destitute of fertility, than 
sea sand. 
In connection with tome 
studies of the chemistry of vegetable 
production in the laboratory of Wes­ 
leyan university we have been growing 
plants in J ust such sand, brought from 
the shore of I/ong Island sound. 
To 
di vest it o f every possible trace of ma 
terial which the plants might use for 
food except the sand itself, it was care 
fully washed with water and then heat 
ed. 
The young man who prepared the 
sand for use, in his zeal to bum out 
the last vestiges of extraneous matter, 
heated the iron pots in which It was 
calcined *o hot that they almost melted. 
Th** sand was put Into glass Jars, 
water was added, and minute quanti­ 
ties of chemical saltai, which [» huits take 
from the s*»¡I, were dissolved In It. 
In 
tli** sand thus watered and fertilize ! 
dwarf pa/is were grown. 
Peas of the 
same kind were cultivate« 1 by a skillful 
gardener in a rich soil of a garden close 
by, and grew to a height of about four 
feet, while those in the sand with water 
and minute quantities of chemical salts 
reached a height of eight f« » *t.—Pro 
fessor .\tw» tter in Century.
